Livestockmen Urged to Take (are 


With Stock to Control Screwworm 


T exas farm ers and ranchers 
should take special precautions 
in handling their livestock dur­ 
ing the com ing weeks to pre­ 
vent nfw attack s by the screw ­ 
worm fly, says Jones County 
Agent, K irby Clayton. 


Stepped-up vigilance by live­ 
stock producers is im portant, J 
not only to protect their ani­ 
mals from becoming infected, 
t ut also because an impending 
shortage 
of 
funds 
for 
the 
screwworm 
(eradication 
pro­ 
gram 
may 
limit 
emergency 
control m easures that can be 
taken. 


Eradication authorities point­ 
ed out that in past years, the 
livestock pest has always made 
large, rapid gains during the 
fall 
months 
when 
wet, 
cool 
w eather is extremely favorable 
for insert development, and an 
increase in livestock m anage­ 
ment 
practices 
produces 
an 
abundance of wounds a ttra c­ 
tive to the insect. 


Infestations have been rare 
this summer, 
with only 
two j 
dozen cases reported bv live- j 
stock producers in Texas. Only t 
one case was detected during j 
August. 
Eradication officials warned, 
however, that the screwworm 
fly can m igrate grate distances 
when conditions are favorable 
and failure of stockmen to be 


alert to the danger could result 
in a sudden explosion of cases.
